Each year hundreds of samples coming from 
promising cotton lines are submitted to the University of Tennessee Fiber Research 
Laboratory. Here extensive tests are made on strength, length, uniformity ratio, and 
fiber structure. In short, these tests determine quality, which is coming to be of 
more and more importance in marketing of cotton.

Good. Type Piant: 2 to 3 lateral branches, medium light foliage, medium dwarfed, 
deep lobe leaf. 

In Strain No. 4 we still retain the excellent picking qualities of our previous 
White Golds. This cotton will give you a better turnout at the gin by reason of its 
high lint percentage, and a more uniform staple length. It is very popular with 
the mills due to its fine spinning quality. 


We do not recommend this variety as a wilt-resistant cotton on heavy wilt 
soils, but our experience shows that it is fairly tolerant as a semi-wilt variety, and 
has given good results on soils that show some wilt infestation. 


In our own variety tests we have found this strain to be very superior in pro- 
duction per acre. In money value per acre, it has been a leader, which is in line 
with experiences of many who have grown our series of White Gold Cottons. All

Cent Lint: 36-39. Botts: 70-85 to pound. Type Pranr: Medium dwarfy with 
open light foliage. 


This new strain of our Cleveland Wilt-Resistant is being offered for the first 
time this year. It represents further straight-line selection work within our Cleveland 
Wilt-Resistant Cottons. It has been tested out on heavy wilt soils and in variety tests. 
There is a marked difference in yields over other varieties convincing to any 
observer. 


Strain No. 4 has a lighter foliage, larger and more oval bolls, with a higher 
per cent lint than any of our Wilt-Resistant cottons offered heretofore. 


Because of the occasional occurrence of new and different forms of wilt, we 
cannot guarantee against wilts under all conditions. Also, there is the possibility 
of sometimes having heavy nematode infestation. However, in all our testing work 
with this cotton we have never observed more than two per cent die-off from wilt.

Pxiant: Open, 2 to 3 lateral branches. 


This is the first time that we have catalogued this strain of cotton. It has been 


in process of development for several years, and was first released to some selected 
growers in upper South Carolina. 


Results of these preliminary tests 
have been so uniformly satisfactory 
to farmers who like its high yield, 
earliness, and quality, that we now 
confidently offer it for general dis- 
tribution. 

Farmers desiring a cotton of 
very high lint percentage, with about 
1” staple should be very highly 
pleased with this early-maturing va- 
riety. It is very superior in produc- 
tion per acre. 

We recommend it highly for 
lands in good state of cultivation, or 
lowlands, and it will stand crowding. 
The fruiting habit of this variety is 
very striking. It has an oval boll, 
giving fine picking qualities. It is 
not recommended for wilt soils. All 
seed Ceresan treated.

This past season of extreme dry weather in some sections caused a break in staple length 
of a portion of the cotton crop, as much, in some cases, at 1/16”. In such cases, the boll size is 
always affected. The cotton fiber grows in length as long as the boll continues to grow. Abnormal 
conditions retard lengthening, but the fiber continues to thicken until the boll is well open.

Our ResponsipiLity: All of our seed are tested for germination by lot numbers 
before they are sent out. Each bag carries a privilege tag that permits you to examine 
the seed upon arrival. If they are not satisfactory you are permitted to return them 
within eight days. 

Your Responsipitity: We waive all responsibility for seeds which have been 
in customers hands for more than eight days, as any seed may be killed or germination 
lessened by subjecting them to too much moisture, heat, brine, chemicals, etc. Under 
no circumstances will we be responsible for germination of seed after planting, whether 
within eight days or not. Return seed at once, if you do not accept these conditions.
